Investigation of closed cars has become 
more difficult because pains had been taken to have all cars 
closed tightly and Russian guards have been closely watching 
the trains during stops in Frankfurt/Oder. 


An unusually large number of officers was among the military 
leave personnel in both directions; about 12 or 13 cars of 
every transport were reserved for officers and employees of 
military government of officer rank,

singly and in small groups of three to five planes.
